“Bogey,” “Par,” “Stymzie,” “Dormie” and the Rest of the Terms
Explained in A B C Fashion—Handicaps for Play at Phil-
mont—Charles H. Hoffner, Woodbury, Plays Great Game.

Not the least of the Intriencies of golf
Is the phrassology of the game. Many
feel that they would be better players If
they could mpaster the lingo, The follow-
ing A B C primer may be of help:

“Par'" in the number of shots one lne
supposed to tike for n hols, Two putls
are allows! on every green. If the green
may ba reached in one shot, par is thres;
If In two shots, par is four,

“Bogey'' In a pcore to play ngainat, It
Is an Imaginary opponent often referred
to as "'Colonel Bogey." "Par" takes (nto
necount the length of the hole, while
"bogey" coneldars wlso the “trouble.”

A player L& "one up' when he makes a
hols In fewer strokes than hls opponent.
The opponunt Is then "one down.'" If
the latter wins the next hole, the players
are “all square.'

The expreasion "3 and 1" as the result
of & mateh means that one player has
won the match by three holes with one
hale yet to play, This hole is called &
“bye" hole mnd I8 not playved berause no
matter what happens on it the result of
the match will be the saame.

A player ls “dormie’” when he hans to
win all the rest of the holes to “square'
the match, For Inatance, he Is "dormie™
when he in three down and three to play.

If the golter who was “thres down'
wins the rest of the holes the players
are then “all squara™ or "even up.'

The firat winner of a hole, after the

match ls “squared” on the 15th green,
wink the match.
A hole In “halved'" when both golfers

require the same numbeér of strokes to
play It

A ball im “dead to the hole” when It
in so clope that It would be hard to mias
the putt, When one ball Is on top of
the hole and In the line of the other
bull there Is a “"stymie” If the mecond
ball cannot go dewn ordinarily without
knocking in the ball which i In the way.

When a hols is made In one stroke
under par It I8 called a *“bird.” ‘Two
under par s an “eagle” The winged

thing ls yet to be born which coyld de-
seribe & hole In thres under par.

The law allows two putts on every
gresn. Mont golfers would rather take
take threa or four, whlle some cannob
aeem to get the ball o "nohow.” A New
Zenland Mpro'' steps up at this pont,
makes his bow and wishes 10 state that
putiing & u cinch.

He mays If the gelfer wishes to putt
ptralght into the hole, to lay his right
thumb strelght down the shaft of hls
putter.  If he wants Lo putt to the right
of the hole boosuse of & slope In the gresn
then slinply hold the thumb more to the
right of the shaft, and If to the left of
the hole more Lo the left uf the shaft
